an extra wadding; then when the horse 
approaches with evil intent tire the 
wadding directly in his face, taking 
care. of course, to miss the eye. 
This 
win bring bim to time sure. 
Then 
bitch him up ami make him work 
every day of his life. 
T here is no use 
trying to beat really vicious stallions 
into submission. 
T h at usually only 
makes them uglier, and they will ever­ 
lastingly watch for an opportunity to 
get the handler foul. 
The blank shot 
in the face cows them for good and 
all. and it probably will do no barm to 
repeat the dose, which is to say that 
a second blank may profitably be fired 
on the other side of the face a few 
seconds after the first. 
T hat will put 
the fear of sudden death In the horse’s 
heart, and as be did not see it coming 
he will be forever a fte r afraid that it 
is coming. 
Work is thereafter the great panacea. 
Idleness promotes viciousness in all 
stallions. 
It Induces disease and dele­ 
terious habits. 
Even lf this horse is a 
sjieedy (‘batt It will uot burt bim to do 
light Intior all winter, 
lf be is not 
used for track purposes, then be should 
tie made to work in the harness just 
like any other horse on the farm. 
Naturally It takes nerve, precision and 
good Judgm ent to apply this course of 
treatm ent, but It is so absolutely effi­ 
cacious that It Is worth taking the u t­ 
most pain* with. 
Most stallions love 
fights, but all are deathly afraid of the 
flash, the sting and the noise of a 
blank shot, so much so indeed that 
they will alw ays Is* watching for a 
similar application. It Is the best pos­ 
sible lesson a mean horse can have.

Things Essential In tb s Dairy. 
Th«*r** ^«* three things that are abuo- 
lutely essentia I to suecesH In dairying— 
a milk settle, a Babcock tester Hod a 
; centrifugal separator. 
Where dairying 
I Is made a business these things are 
I very generally used. but In th** small 
j dairy of five or six cows kept as an ad ­ 
junct In mixed farm ing they are tor* 
ofteu wanting. 
Statistics show that 
the average am ount of butter pn*luc**d 
l»er cow in the United States dees uot 
exceed lf»U pounds per annum . 
Where 
pains are taken to know the capacity 
of every cow in the herd, as in a well 
equipped dairy plant, such a cow soon 
meets the knife, and It follows that 
I were the cows of the small herds con­ 
sidered 
by 
them selves the average 
would ta* lam entably low, so this ques­ 
tion address*** Itself particularly to the 
ow ner of a few cows. 
While milk may tie measured, It Is 
so Inconvenient (hut It Is rarely done 
A scale enables oue to quickly ascer­ 
tain the quantity, so that every milk­ 
ing can be record**d if desired, and It 
jiays to do It. 
There Is no other way 
to find a cow 's butter capacity than 
with a Babcock tester, except to churn 
her product separately, which Is too 
much of u tusk to be attem pted. 
When the productiveness of the cow* 
is known the older processes of gath­ 
ering the cream, as pans and surface 
skimming, diluUou separators aud the 
Uke, are wasteful. 


C a lf Notes. 
The calf must be fed right lf you 
w ant to get the most out of It when 
grown up. 
Teach the calf to drink Its milk from 
the first day. 
It can never learn this 
art so easily afterw ard. 
Whole milk may be fed to the calf 
until its m other’s milk is fit to save. 
A fter that skimmilk. fresh aud wuriu 
from the separator, is all right. 
It will not {lay to feed a calf whole 
milk six or eight weeks and then sell 
It for veal. 
T h at costs more than it 
comes to. 
TIII the calf Is one week old It 
khould be f**d from three to five times 
a day. 
With Its m other It would n at­ 
urally feed little ut a time and often. 
Never f**ed cold milk to a calf. 
That 
will chill It* stom ach and injure the 
digestion, causing serious trouble, from 
which I* Is hard to recover. 
The calf should have grass or hay 
to nibble at when three or four weeks 
old 
T hus Its hunger can be appeased 
aud Its feed given less often.
